At the Meeting of the Board of Trustees, held or January 
17, 1947, the following resolution was adopted: 

"RESOLVED: $l) in consideration of what this Board believes to 
be the best interests of Miss Emily P. Millard and in order that she 
may be relieved of her many onerous duties; and (2) in view of the 
long, loyal, devoted and efficient service which, for nearly forty 
years, she has rendered to this Gallery, the Trustees now feel that 
they owe it to her to place her on the retired list; 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED, That Miss Millard be retired on a pen¬ 
sion of #1,800 per annum; that, in order to allow her the necessary 
time to make her personal readjustments to meet this decision, the 
action now taken is not to become effective until July 1st, 1947; 
that until then the Trustees hope that she will continue to fill 
her present po3t, but only so far as her health permits; and that 
thereafter she will always continue to feel for this Gallery the 
same interest and devotion which she has shown in the past. 1 *

was established in 1869 and the doors of its first 
building were opened to the public in 1874. For 
seventy-three years this institution has been a 
cultural and educational force in the community. 
For many years it was the only public art museum 
in the city. Endowed through generous donations 
of a comparatively few public-minded citizens, 
the institution has never in its history received 
financial support from public funds. 

Now, because of the increase in population, 
the developing interest of the public and students 
in art, and the marked growth of American art, 
there is an increasing need for tire Gallery to en¬ 
large its activities. To develop fully the many 
activities which are desirable, additional funds 
are needed. To expand its activities, the Gallery 
requires the support of the community, and also 
the participation of the community in its program. 


Plans are being formulated for the renovation 
of the building; the rearrangement of the exhibi¬ 
tion galleries; the provision of class rooms for 
lecture groups, round table talks and symposiums; 
and for large special loan exhibitions. New pub¬ 
lications are projected. An enlarged program of 
educational work has been outlined. All of these 
services entail expense and will be possible with 
the support of the community.

Dear Bill: 

In reference to your communication with respect to our conversation 
of last year, and your recent talk with Miss Mayo in which you again communicated 
the wishes of certain members of the Board of Trustees with respect to the em¬ 
ployment of colored models; I would like to ask if consideration had been given 
to the points mentioned below in their arrival at the conclusion you expressed. 

For the past year no new colored models have been engaged, according 
to the wishes of the Trustees of the Corcoran Gallery, nor will others be hired 
in the future. One colored model, Geneva Williams, has been employed by our 
school as a figure model for the past several years. The entire faculty feels 
that she has been one of the most dependable and courteous models we have ever 
had, and during the war years, when it was almost impossible to get any figure 
model, she served us faithfully. She takes difficult and fatiguing poses, and 
spends her own money on costumes and accessories to stimulate the interest of 
the students. She is always prompt and rarely, if ever, absent on account of 
illness, and entirely considerate of other people's feelings. So careful is 
she in observance of the proprieties that no one could find fault with her con¬ 
duct in class and in school. 

Good models are very important to the students in their studies, and 
the opportunity of studying problems in color raised by such a model as Geneva 
Williams is important in the development of the art education of students. It 
is interesting to note in how many of our public exhibitions of America how 
often the artists have had to meet the problem of painting a colored figure. 

To remove this opportunity in a school would be a detriment. 

If at this time the issue were raised and the services of Geneva 
Williams were discontinued, we believe many of the students would object 
strenuously and that unfavorable comment would follow. 

Our request is that Geneva Williams be the one colored model who 
would continue to be employed until such time as she herself finds that all of 
her time is taken up by other professional art schools where she poses during 
the other months of the year - Yale University, Carnegie Institute of Pitts¬ 
burgh, and the American University. 

If the decision of the Trustees is unaltered by these facts, we 
naturally will cooperate in seeing that the decision is carried out.

Dear "Bill”: 

I am happy to comply with what I understand to lie a request that 
members of the faculty of the School who feel that it is important that 
Geneva Williams, the colored model who has been employed at the Cor¬ 
coran School for many years should continue to he employed there, state 
their reasons to you for such a continuance. 

Geneva Williams is an excellent model,in her own way she is an 
artist who understands her work and puts everything she has into it. 

She takes difficult and fatiguing poses with a rare understanding of 
her natural potentialities and spends much time and her own money on 
costumes and accessories to stimulate and interest the students. She 
and Winnie Gould (white) who is eqiially good are unquestionably the 
most popular models in the school . The works which have most often 
won class awards over a period of years ftn my classes have been paint¬ 
ed from Geneva Williams,indicating to my mind that she knows how to 
bring out the best in the students. She has a fine figure with richly 
colored skin. She is always prompt, rarely if ever is absent on account 
of illndss and is entirely considerate of Either peoples feelings. So 
careful is she in her obversance of the proprieties that neither the 
most sqv&mish authorities on etiquette nor the most bigot^ed champion 
of "White Supremacy” could find fault with her conduct in the class or 
in the school. 

Good models are fully as important to the students’ progress as 
good teachers; prompt and dependable models are essential to the effi¬ 
cient conduct of the school. Nothing destroys the morale of a class more 
than having a model fail to appear or beaming or unable to hold a 
pose. The school has too few good models and the loss of one of those 
few would prove a detriment to the teachers and the students which can¬ 
not be overestimated. 

The Corcoran School of Art seeks t© maintain a position as an art 
school of national importance and standing. If it is to have this posit¬ 
ion, it must offer its students the same facilities as other schools of 
national importance. All the other schools of national importance employ 
colored models. It may be contended that these schools are in the North 
vhere the racial problem is less serious, but I know personally of large 
schools in Virginia, Tennessee,Georgia and Texas where colored models 
have been employed. These schools recognize the fact that the variety of 
problem in form and color which painting negroes adds to the students 
experience is essential to a well rounded curriculum. There are other 
schools in Washington which are making bids for the Corcoran's place as 
the leading art school in the city. If they can point to the failure of 
the Corcoran to provide the variety of aesthetic problem which Nefcro 
models offer and to the fact ( which will certainly be known) that the 
Corcoran failed to employ a model because of her race, they can and will 
assert with justice their superior facilities and more enlightened dir¬ 
ection. It would seem, therefore, that not only Geneva Williams but other 
$egre .models should be employed at the school as they have been for many 


years 



I am, as you know a Southerner by birth, antecedents and education 
and one who has lived in other parts of this country and in foreign 
countries so am fully aware ef the existence of a race problem. As a 
Southerner, I have found myself ashamed at cruel and discriminatory 
treatment of negroes irt the South. I have keen taught to believe that 
it is the numerically large and frequently politically powerful but 
ignorant and ®ften venal elements in the Southern population that are 
responsible fer this treatment. I have been taught also that it is the 
duty and privelege of the better educated and therefore more enlightened 
upper classes to protect the negroes from such treatment.lt is with 
profound shock and mortification that I learn that such discrimination 
has been even considered at the Corcoran, an institution endowed *7 
W, W. Corcoran for educational, cultural and philanthropic purposes 
in the capital of the country. 

Aside from the injustice and inhumanity of such a step, if it 
reached the attention of the National Association for the Advancement 
ofl Colored People, whose headouarters are in Washington, it would 
probably provoke a retaliation ©n their part by exposing the Corcoran's 
refusal to register colored students. This would not only gi»e the 
Corcoran much adverse publicity but might affect its tax-free status.

BIRMINGHAM ART CLUB 


Mrs. Danton, Head Librarian at Birmingham Public Library, 
states that the Club is a large organization, made up of civic- 
minded men and women (largely women) who are interested 
in promoting art and lifting the cultural level of the City. It 
is supported entirely by membership dues and is one of the 
older clubs in Birmingham. It has always worked very 
closely with the Library in bringing art exhibits to Birmingham 
and pays express charges, which are sometimes as much as 
$100, always promptly. The Club is definitely solvent and en¬ 
tirely reliable. Mrs. Price, the present President, is a person 
of very high standing. It has no headquarters of its own. 

Mr Ernest Henderson, a practicing artist connected with Spivey- 
Johnson Art fe Paint Co., also states that Birmingham Art Club 
has an active membership of over 125 practicing artists (Fine 
Arts) that he has been a member of the Club for over 30 years; 
that the Club brings frequent art exhibits here which are 
generally shown at the City Library; that they expect to bring 
a very fine exhibit from the Metropolitan Art Museum this fall for 
the fair; that they promote interest in fine arts at all times and 
that the major objective of the Club is the establishment of a city 
art gallery or museum and that they have been assured of the gift 
of at least three very fine art collections owned by individuals here, 
each of which is valued at over $100,000, at such time as an adequate 
fire-proof museum is built. 

The Mamie Fogarty Trust, administered by us, with a corpus of 
approximately $17,000 may be used for the benefit of an art gallery 
at such time as our judgment may dictate.

Dear Mr. Thom: 

It looks as though I would not be able to attend the two committee 
meetings next Monday morning, although I told Herndon Phillips Tuesday 
that I would. Therefore, I put what I have to say in writing in order 
that it may be laid before you and other officers on that occasion. 

As you will recall, we asked Dr. Beaschler and his associate Mr. 
fr&Ln * Fraim (?) to put their concert proposals definitely into writing. This 
they have done in a letter to Mr. Williams under date of April 4. At 
my request, Mr. Williams furnished me with a copy of this letter, which 
contains some 22 items. At once I conferred with Miss Alice Eversman, 
Music Editor of The Star, and discussed the matter and showed her the 
letter. Her opinion, and I think it worthy of consideration, for she 
has been up against almost everything in the music line, is that she 
would have nothing whatever to do with any project in which Mr. Fraim 
is in any way interested. Miss Eversman gave me an "earful 11 of which 
I will just give you some of the highlights. 

To begin with, Mr. Fraim is on the State Department list as a 
Communist. This has been verified by Mr. Rex Collier of our editorial 
staff who got it from the FBI. He is distinctly not musical, but just 
likes to have a finger in things. Furthermore, The Washington Art Center 
Association has embarked on the combination of white and colored artists 
and I think leans strongly that way. To me, this would mitigate seriously 
against any arrangement this group would make with the Gallery. Further¬ 
more, at least two of the artists, Todd Duncan and Thomas Kerr, whom he 
proposes to present are colored men. There ipay be others. 

F r T&vn(0 

Mr. Fraim - if that be his name - is known as "poor pay." He has 
been involved with the Civic Opera Company in an unfortunate way. He 
seems to like to get himself connected with movements which tend towards 
racial equality and other "isms." He just seems to be seeking every sort 
of outlet for himself. 

The orchestra which was mentioned to us so highly Miss Eversman does 
not believe can be more than two months old, so it is not yet a smooth 
expert unit. Miss Eversman is of the opinion that Mr. Fraim has used a 
number of names of prominence in his prospectus quite without their per¬ 
mission. This would be hard to break down, but she assures me that 
Garfield Swift, tenor, and Mr. Fisher have both told him never to use

their names again# They were two who did not get paid. Miss fiversman 
has requested the City Desk of The Star not to give this association 
any unnecessary publicity until they change their style or more can be 
found out about them. Of course, some mention must be made of concerts 
and recitals, but her recommendation to The Star is f, go easy#” 

Mr. Virgil Fox, organist, she mentioned as fine, but* doubts if the 


association could pay his price. is doubtful if Mr. Jan Tomasow and 


Mr. Howard Mitchell gave permission to promise their services. 

When asked as to Dr. Beaschler, Miss ^ersman said that she considers 
him a competent musician, but doubts if he knows just what it is all about 
and what sort of a man he has associated himself with in this movement# 

There is a lot more I could tell you and Miss Eversman has further 
material in her files bearing on this subject, but I think I have given 
you enough to warrant my opinion that this would be an undesirable hook¬ 
up for the Corcoran Gallery to make. I therefore recommend that we go 
no further with these people, certainly for the present, and hope that 
Mrs. Plum or someone else may later be able to work out something* 

I would rather see no concerts at all than a liaison that might lead 
to difficulty, disappointment and regret# 

I have no suggestion as to how the Director should respond to Dr. 
Beaschler 1 s letter, but I am confident that you as President can give 
him good advice# 

I regret to have to write all this, but I thought it easier and 
safer to do so while it is fresh in my mind and save taking your time 
by calling and giving it to you verbally# 

At the end of our conversation I asked Miss Eversman^were she the 
President or the Director of the Corcoran Gallery,if she would enter 
into any arrangement with this organization and she declared herself 
emphatically in the negative# 

I have little reason to doubt Miss Eversman who has been on The 
Star 18 years and knows all the angles#
